State of Now Usmpsiire which reads as follows 


"No exployee of the departments receiving 
grcnts-in-aid from the Foderal |Cov-rnzent shall 
‘uso his official authority or influence for the _ 
purposes of intorfering with an election or affeote 
ing the results thorcof, or soliciting funds 
therofor, Enployces, while retaining the right 
to vote as they please and to express privately 
thoir opinions on all political subjects, shall 
take no active part in poasttces management or 
dn political canpairns."
